This notice is to provide clarification on HUD regulations regarding when Risk Assessments are required 
in projects receiving federal funds according to 24 CFR Part 35 Subpart J. 
 
Risk Assessments and Paint Test 
 
Effective March 1, 2002   
 

Risk Assessments and Paint Tests are required on all (non-exempt) projects receiving more 
than $5,000 in hard costs.

• 

A paint test only is performed on a project receiving $5,000 or less in hard costs.  
No paint testing is required if lead-based paint is assumed to be present; however, a clearance 
test on the back end is required. 

 
Additionally, IHFA has revised the Lead Set-up Form (Exhibit J).  Please utilize this revised form 
when submitting initial set-up and final draw down request documentation.
